THE HONGKONG: 
THE BUDGET. - 


Continuation of Yester- 
- day's Debate. 

We were ‘unable. yesterday to 
give a complate report of tre 
budget discussion which took 
place at tha Legislative Couneil. 
The following makes the teport 
complete > : . . 

The Hon. Nr. Pollock, follow. 
ing his general remarks on dahalf 
of the Unofficial Membars, said — 

1. Tha first remark which I 
have to’make is that I hope that 
the. Government will most vigor- 
ously press on tha, settlement of 
the terms of agreement for the 
transfer of the Military establish- 
ments to the mainiand,, and thus 
give the Colény greater room for 
expansion on this side. ' 

2 My second point is in cam 
nection with the opening up of 
King’s Park for- building. sites. 
Some two or three years ago the 
Unofficial members of this Council 
went most carefnlly into this mat- 
ter with the late Director of Pub- 
Vie Works, Mr. Chatham, and re 
commended that,-apart from the 
golf links, the whole of ‘King’s 
Park, including the Rifle Range, 
should be thrown open far build 
ing purposes. In fact at that time 
all manners of schemes were being 
suggested by local architects for 
utilizing the available area to the 
but the whole 
question seems to have been allow- 
ed to lapse. ‘ 

3. My third point is to suggest 
a query as to whether the Govern- 
ment is wise in spreading out its 
expenditure over so many items, 
for it must be remembered that, 
on uncompleted items of work, 
whether they be Government 
buildings, or Quarters for Officers, 
or even motor roads, the particular 
work, whilst still In an uncomplet- 
ed state, is «fo worth or utility 
whatever, and merely represents a 
loss of so much interest on the 
money expended on it. This point 
seems to me to be specially worthy 
of consideration, in view of the 
stupendous programme of Public 
Works 1921—a programene which, 
although it looks well on paper, 
admittedly is not likely to be car- 
ried out in anything like its entire- 
ty. 

Government Servants Quarters. 

In connection with delay in com- 
pletion, the new quarters for Gav- 
ernment Servants now approach- 
ing completion on the Severn Road 
are amost glaring instance of 
delayed completion, and I should 
like tobe informed:—(1} When 
work was first begun on the sites 
for these houses; and (2) What is 


the total amount eXpénded to date; * 


on these three houses? (3) What 
is the total amount expended to 


date on the three tennis courts ap-|:: 


pertaining to these three houses? 
(4) What was the contract date for 
the completion of these three 
houses and tennis coarts and whe 
ther there was any penalty clause 
in such contracts and whether it 
was enforced; and if not, why it 
was not enforced? (5) I should 
also like to ask why it was con 
sidered necessary to have a separ- 
ate tennis court for each 
of: those houses. Sceh oa 
procedore $avours of ab- 
solutely wasteful squandering of 
public money.—I refer to the ten- 
nis courts. . 

4. The question of the expen- 
siveness of the Official Quarters on 
Severn Road naturally leads me to 
remark upon the very large sum3 
which the Government is expend- 
ing for the housing of its oMcers 
at the Peak and at, Leighton Hill. 
From items 1 and 3 (on page 76 
of the Estimates for 1922) it will 
be seen that the estimated total 
expenditure on such Quarters for 
1921 is $636,000 and that the 
estimated expenditure for such 


quarters in (1922 is $595,000, 
roughly speaking, six lakhs of 
dollars for eath of the years 1921 
and 1922. 
Extravagant Expenditure, 
For my own part, I regard such 
expenditure as being very extra- 
vagant from the Colony’s polnt of 
view, having regard to the present 
high. cost of building and to the 
fact. that officers net entitled to 
free quarters, who occupy quarters 
supplied by the Government, only 
pay rent for such quarters at the 
rate of 6 per cent. upon salary and 
not at the rate of 6 per cent. upon 
the cost of the building. 
' Speaking for myself, I think that 
this system of expensive housing 


,)ought not to extend beyond the 


completion or erection of the 

Officers’ Quarters of which the 
Public Works Committee have al- 
ready had notice. . 

“In this connection I consider 
that the Public Works Department 
are very much to blame for setting 
up a very expensive standard of 
Officers’ Quarters, both as regards 
number and size of rooms and the 
provision of tennis courts. ~

average resident for many 
years past, is apparently to 
placed in a much better position 
than the average resident. 

“Sir, I am not making: these re- 
marks in any niggardly spirit. In 
fact a few moments reflection will 
sufflee to show that the Unofficial 
members of this Council are dis- 
posed to treat the Civil Servants 
in a very liberal spirit, Only a few 
Years ago a system was brought in 
by which Government Servants 
could enjoy, when on leave, a much 
longer period of full pay than for- 
merly. Then a-payment of return 
passages scheme was made gen- 
erally applicable, involving the 
Colony in considerable ‘expendi- 
ture. Then a considerable per- 
centage was added to the salaries 
of Civil Servants, in parsuacce of 
the reports of a Commission, to 
make up for the increased cost of 
living, Next there is the payment 
of Government Servants at the 
very favourable rate of 12 dollars 
to the. £, when the dollar is at 23. 
6d. or under, and although jt may 
be that the sliding scale is not 
much more favourable than the old 
rate of four-fifths at Is. 9d. and 
one fifth at the rate of tha day, it is 
more favourable than 10 dollars 
to the §, inserted in mercantile 
agreements. Li, om the top of that, 
we are to house all our oficers in 
superfine honges at vast expense, 
and at , very inadequate rental in 
return, I think, Sir, that that 
would prove to be too heavy a 
‘harge upon our future revence. 
That is the point at which I think 
we mauat draw the line as regards 
committing ourselves further, 
more especially a3, with a lower 
exchange, the charge for Personal 
Emolaments of Government. ser- 
vants will fall heavily spon our 
revenue.

Hon. Mr. Ho Fook on Eduction 

Hon. Mr. Ho Fook: I desire to 
endorse the remarks of my Chinese 
colleague in so far 23 they relate 
to the advisability of giving facili- 
ties for tha development of the 
New Territories, . removing the 
mortuary apd exercising steat 
icantion in the banishment of a cet- 
tain class of British subjects. It 
will be gratifying to the Chinese 
community to know that provision 
has been made in the Estimates 
for an increase of $55,000 in sub- 
sidies to the elementary vernacolar 
schools. Situated, as the Colony 
is, within a stone’s throw of the 
mainland, compulsory education 
seems tometobe out of the question 
tuntess it is exforced simnltaneous- 
ity in China; but I would respect- 
folly submit that it is the daty of 
the Government gradually to in- 
crease the vote for education from 
year to year until there are 
enough schools for all the children 
whose parents desire to give them 
some education. 

Hon. Mr. Stephen: The Senior 
;Unoficial Member and my two 
Unoficial Colleagues have. dealt 
'so ably and in such de 
feail with the various items of the 
Bndget that I de not propose to de 
‘mote than invite your consideration 
jto a few of the wider aspects of the 
ifmances of the Coloay.° Although 
this is considered generally to be a 
'Lehtly taxed community, hymg ex- 
| petses have increased enormously 
jdanag the last Giteen years. Men 
(of the Foreign Commanity of moder- 
ate means Gnd it dificult to live de- 
cently and provide for the edzea- 
tion of thes famihes at “home, 
the labouring classes, al- 
though their wages have increased, 
seem nou better off. than they For. 
rerly were. Various factors ac: 
count for this: since the war the 
saloe of money has decreased all 
oyer the world, but { think the 
principal reason here is the great 
increase in rents which bas alfected 
all classes, and I hope the Govern- 
tsent will very secioualy consider 
the remarks which have been made 
by Mr. Bird) The Government 
dealt with this question last sum- 
mer, reluctantly I am sure, as it is 
as @ rule not good pubey to inter- 
fere with the ordinary law of supply 
and demand. But I think the root 
of the trouble should be sought for. 
It is a matter of common gossip 
that there is a ring of contractors 
here.in combination which ‘has fore- 
ed up the cost of building beyond 
all reason. The price of one service 
to the community reacts on the 
price of everything else, and, until 
housing nrcommedation is available 
for all classes at a moderate rate, 
Hengkong can never regain its 
old reputation as a cheap port. 

Living from Hand to Mouth, 
. Is appears to me that the Budget 
has hitherto been framed with al- 


most sole regard to the amount of|s 


money which the P.W.D. can ex- 
pend. Some months ago you rais 
ed the rates and, when in the 
course of & few weeks you found te 
P.W.D. were not likely to spead 9 
much as was expected, you lowered 
them again. If you increase that 
establishment so that the Public 
Works in hand can be more expedi- 
tiovsly proceeded with, you will, 
following the precedent of recent 
years, have to increase your taxa- 
tion to keep pace with their activi- 
ties. 1 think that principle is 
entirely wrong; the Government. is 
creating what will be an.enorméus- 
ly valuable property in Kowloon 
and on this island by its various 
schemes of road-making and re- 
clamation, snd it is at the same 
time living from hand to mouth. 
No Manicipality and. no Uovern- 
tnent I have ever heard of have at- 
tempted Extracrdinary . Public 
Works to the extent. you do here

The Colony has no debt to speak 
of and assets of enormous value 
potentially, so it is in a fine posi- 
tion and tts credit stands very high, 
and if borrowing were found to be 
necessary, which it would not,be 
for some years at least, it could 
secure money en most favourable 
terms ; 

Lack of Foresight. 

All the great Britisi: ports of Asia 
are suffering frm the lack of fore- 
‘ight of past generations. Shang- 
hai is in the same ease, and enor- 
monsty © expensive  resumptions 
uf land have to be made to 
provide for increases in traffic. 
Our predecessors bulls as if they 
expected no development to speak 
of The Durch, on the other hand, 
bad wider views; the Stadthouse in 
Batavia. bude 200 years ago is still 
efficient for the purpose for which 
it was built, and the town of Bata-. 
via and the other cities in Java are 
so planned that ne expemsive re- 
sumptions of land for street widen- 
ing parposes are ever neecssary. 
One of the first things the Amert- 
cans did when, they oceupied the 
PAibppines 20 ycars ago was to 
engage the great town planner, 
Burnham, to lay out Manils City 
which is growing up on the lines 
‘gid down by him, which provided 
fer expanuion for centuries to come. 
I think the time has come for'us to 
follow their example and discon- 
tinue this. ben-t-to mouth policy, Ik 
will very likcly be found that if we 
abandon the policy of scrambling to 
overtake the expenditore of the 
P.W.D., it may be pessible in time 
to remit a considerable  per- 
centage of the present taxation. 

Loans Not Impossible. 

Hon? Mr. A. O. Lang said: Si, 
Follows the remarks of my Un- 
oficial colleagues regarding the 
various questions raised ia connec: 
tion with the Finance Bill, I desire 
in the frst place to record my ap- 
preciation af-what has been achiev- 
éd by the Public Works Department 
ander very trying circumstances and 
with a depleted staff.

A Better Weather Serviee.

Director to issue more frequent’ 
weather reports, particularly in the 
typhoon seaacn, on the lines “of 
thore issued by the Manilz and the 
Biccawei Observatories.

Costoma that they will not take 
advantage of the reguiations which 
have permitted them in the past to 
levy fines on ships involved in emag- 
gling egses. I would urge, ‘as al. 
reatty represented by the Chamber 
of Commerce, that this Government 
should adopt a dimilar attitude, aod 
where it is shewn that due mea. 
sauces have been: taken ty the 
Master, or his officers, to check at. 
tempts at smuggling, special] con 
sideration shonld be given to that 
circumstance, and fines not levied. 

Liquor and Tobacco Duties. 

1 maintain, Sir. in view of the 
fact that alcohol is more or less a 
necessity for Europeans residing in 
the Tropics, that the tax on foreign 
iqugrs is excessive and] would. 
therefore press for ap irarediate 
reduction. Tam clso of the opinion 
that duty an tobacco, which is 2 
tore than ordinary ereature com- 
fort in this trying clumate, might 
likewise be reconsidered, and if 
taxation in substitution thereof is 
absolutely neccessary the stamp duty 
on agreements for sale of property 
might easily be increased without 
undaly penabsinz the partics con- 
rerned in, such transactions. 

Trafic Improvement. 

I should like, Sir, to take this op- 
portunity of congratulating » the 
Captain Superintendent of -Poliew 
cn recent improvements in the ¢on- 
trol of trafic, which have added 
considerably te public safety; but 
further improvement is necessary in 
training men for that particular 
work. I would recommend that ex- 
pert tuition in the regulaien of 
trafic be arranged for at the Police 
Training School. and that the more 
cficient members of the Force be 
retained for duty in the basy cen- 
tres of the City. I fully realise that 
the Police alone cannot make a sue. 
cess of traffic cqntrol, aad ] woult 
make *n appeal te the sencral 
pabtic, both Europeans and Chmese, 
to co-operate with the authorities in 
this somewhat dificult task. There 
is one point on which I would Tike 
to lay stress thouzh it right net be 
vonsidered to come within the strict . 
PeGnition of trafic work viz., the 
inadequate provision of Pelice 
officials at theatres, cinemas and 
other places of publicentertainment 
and f woul! sazzest, Sir. that this 
tlefect be remedied withrat delay. 

Harbour Police Work.”

Mr. Bird 
Las drawn attention to the danger 
of using the Kowtocn Rifle Range 
and has given instances of certatr 
narrow escapes. It diay, per-

the principle of making the officer 
pay a reasonable amount for his 
accommodation—a system which 
is employed in most other colonies 
where Government houses are be- 
ing buitt—is sound. If we do not, 
the only result would be sou would 
have to raise officers’ salaries in 
order to enable them to pay an ad- 
equate return on capital: and I 
would point out that would be 
objectionable even if the whole 
rent came back te. the Government. 

The Deportation Ordinance, 

Another point was raised which 
hasnotbeendeslt with, and that war 
the question of the recent amend- 
ment to the Deportation Ordinanee. 
T understand there is a feeling 
among a section of the Chinese 
commonity that it was aimed et 
therm. Of course, the first answer 
is that a man who is not g criminal 


fhas nothing to fear, and that if he 


is in doubt that the action he is 
committing or contemplates com- 
mitting will render him liable te 
deportation, his wisest course 
obvionaly is to refrain from com- 
mitting it. At the same time, 1 
may say it-{a not intended really to 
deal primarily with Chinese. The 
world is in g disturbed state at the 
moment, and it is absolately neces- 
sary that we should have the 
power to get rid of the presence in 
this Colony of Bolshevists and re- 
volutionaries of various kinds, 
whatever their nationality may be. 
I need hardly say that the question 
of punishing a man whose only 
home is here will not be approseb- 
ed without the greatest hesitation. 
The Ordinancewill certainiy be 
used with the greatest care. 
Town Planning. 

The Hon. Mr. Stephen raised the 
question of town planning to 
which the Director ‘of the Public 
Works has already replied.

It was on the 
suggestion of the Ilon. Mr. H. E. Pollock, K.C., taat such a 
Committee was appointed. This is another debt the public 
of this Colony owe to Mr. Polinck’s indefatigable efforts. 
In brief. the report giphasises the inadequacy of the 
Public Works Departrcent stall. On the matter of the 
* prompt acquisitien ul sites the recommendations ask for 
one additional Eurojeun Survey Otlicer, six additional 
’ Chinese survevers. Lo mre Chinese draughtsmen aod a 
European Clerk. Titere is also, according to the Commit- 
tee, a Jack of office accommodation and of facilities for 
filing records on the uround of which itis recommended that 
the building of additisnal quarters for the sta be commmenc- 
ed at the earliest pussible date. Regarding the passing of 
plans there is also a. shortage of staff and iasuflictent 
accommodation. recommendations being duly made to 
temedy this state of affairs.

Yatious ‘circumstances have 
occasioned changes in the com- 
position of the Legislative Council 
during recent months: Is trava- 
pires that one of the Chinese 
members, the Hon. Mr. Ho Fook, 
notified bis decision to retire, but 
agraed to defer his resignation so 
as to participate in yesterday's 
meeting. It is more than thirty 
years since the retiring member 
interested himeelf in public 
affaire, and he has been a mem- 
ber of Council for over four years. 
Mr. Ho Fook’s resignation oc- 
casioned some surprise, as the 
Hon. Mr. Lau Chu-pak supposed 
that his colleague would continge 
until the expiration of bis term of 
office: but the junior of tha Chin- 
esa members finds that private 
calls vpon his time deo 
not allow of his remainine 
on the Council. Graceful 
tributes were paid br his Excel- 
lency the Governor and by the 
senior Unofficial Member as well 
as by the othar Chinese Member. 
The retiring member signalised 
his Hvely interest in the aifairs of 
the Colang by a valedictory 
speech in which, while declaring 
that compulsory education ap- 
peared to be impracticable at 
present, be pleaded far ag exten- 
sion of vernacular education 50 
that there might be enough 
ssboola for all children whose 
parents desired their offspring to 
attend, an athtude which will 
meet with general sympathy =f: 
may be noted thas the reticing 
member acknowledged the reidi- 
ness of the Government to give 
ear to questions affecting the 
Chinese community when 4p 
proac'1d tactfully by their re- 
presentatives on the Council.
